THREE STORY BEDS. 


Designed for Use in Camps, Apa rtm ents 
and Stea m ers. 


Two-story beds, tha t is to sa y bed 
stea ds conta ining two beds placed one 
a bove the other, ha ve been in use for 
some few years, but som ething entirely 
new in this line is the thro-story bed, 
conta ining three beds, one a bove the oth­ 
er, which wa s first placed on the market 
in the present sea son. 
T hese bedsteads, which a re made en­ 
tirely of iron, arc so constructed tha t 
they can be knocked down to occupy 
com pa ra tively sm a ll spa ce for conven­ 
ience in handling in shipm ent and tra ns­ 
portation, the three story bed sepa ra ting 
into five parts, the head and foot sec­ 
tions and the three beds, each bed see- 
tiou ha ving a wire m a ttress permanently 
a tta ched to the side and end pieces. 
Vt the ends of ea ch m a ttress fra m e 
are pins that fit into slots placed at 
suita ble heights up the head and foot 
pieces. 
To set up a tw o or three-story 
bed you simply sta nd up the head and 
foot pieces and drop the pins on 
the 
m a ttress fram es into 
the 
slots 
and 
there is the bedstead 
with 
its 
wire 
springs in each tier ready to receive the 
m a ttresses. 
Bedstea ds of this sort are intended fo r 
ca m ps, a pa rtm ents, 
stea m ers or wher­ 
ever tlie floor spa ce is limited. 
A two- 
tier 
bedstead 
with 
wire 
springs 
com­ 
plete, but without m a ttresses, costs $24, 
and a thre tier bed $35 .

Hens in Summer. 
The cheapest wa y to keep a (lock of 
hens in summer is to turn them on a 
range and let them pick up all the food 
required, a s they will till their crops sev­ 
eral times a day with bugs, gras* seeds, 
worms, 
etc. 
When 
fed 
grain 
during 
warm wea ther the fowls are liable to be­ 
come too fat 
in which condition tin* liens 
do ni*t lay and are then a lso more liable 
to disease. 
Eggs ma y not be high in 
summer, but they can be produced at a 
very sma ll cost at tha t sea son if the 
hens are made to seek their food. 


A lfa lfa for Horses. 
Alfa lfa hay is in some respects supe­ 
rior to oa ts for horses. 
It conta ins the 
elements of energy and vigor tha t the 
French horsemen a ttribute to their oa ts. 
The green, fragrant flavor of well cured 
alfa lfa 
is 
a ppetizing 
to 
the 
horses, 
and care must be taken to keep them 
from 
overfeeding. 
Alfa lfa 
ma tures 
young dra ft horses with size, bone and 
muscle, well developed, nnd 
more vim 
than a ny other feed, and every farmer 
should raise some a lfa lfa for tin» horses 
and ca ttle. 


Root Pruning of Corn. 
Deep plowing a mong the grow ing corn, 
a fter the roots have met in tin* rows, 
may ca use harm; "root pruning” is a 
mista ke; to break the roots checks the 
grow th and in hot, dry wea ther deep cu l­ 
tiva tion will surely cause the corn to 
curl, showing injury, while sha llow w ork­ 
ing will keep it fresh and green. 
As soon 
as a crust is formed on the soil it should 
be broken up, to a dmit both moisture 
and air, for the one dissolves the fertiliz­ 
ing ma tter which is in the soil, and the 
other affects its decomposition and ren­ 
ders it soluble. 
So tha t, a fter a rain 
which has crusted the surf a w , the culti­ 
vator should 1m» sta rted a s soon as the 
soil is dry enough. 
This tends to hold 
the moisture and prevents its 
speedy 
evaporation.

To D estroy Insects. 
The gra yish black squash bug is diffi­ 
cult to ma na ge. 
Ga thering the eggs and 
the old bugs ea rly in the spring is labor­ 
ious but sure, if thoroughly done. 
The 
bugs will cra wl upon a piece of board 
laid a mong the vines, and ma y 1m» ga th ­ 
ered and ca ught. 
The use o f poisons 
will do no good in the case of the bugs, 
a s they do not ea t the leaves, but pa ss 
their bea ks through the outside of the 
leaf to suck the juices and will not con­ 
sume a ny of the poison. 
In a series of 
ex periments in the method of preventing 
the a tta cks of the squash vine borer the 
preventives employed were pnris green a t 
the rate of half a tea spoonful to two 
ga llons of wa ter, corncobs dipped in coal 
tar, and the kerosene emulsion; the a p ­ 
plication of the paris green and the kero­ 
sene wa s repea ted a fter every hard rain 
until September; 
the cobs were dipped 
in coal tar aga in once in three weeks. 
All thre*» of the a pplications seemed to 
be beneficial, with perhaps a little som e­ 
thing in fa vor of the corncobs a s being 
chea pest nnd most convenient. 
The odor 
of the tar has no effect on the insects, 
but sometimes repels the moth, ca using 
her to la y her eggs elsewhere.

“ Culture and \ :* !eti< - of Root« for 
Sto ck Feeding" 
i- 
treated 
in 
bulletin 
2-14, la tely issued by the ( ornoll univer­ 
sity ex periment sta tion at 
Ithaca. New 
York. 
the following 
paragraphs 
are 
tv ken 
from tlie summa ry 
in this bul­ 
letin : 
"The pla nts should be thinned before 
the tops become crowded, otherwise their 
growth 
will be spindling 
and the root 
system 
will not develop properly. 
If 
their 
development 
is 
cheeked 
at 
this 
time, the injury will be permanent. 
"A marked increase in yield of root 
crops has been secured by rotation with 
other crops. 
In 19 04 there was a gain 
of 21 tons of fresh substa nce with (5 tons 
of dry ma tter per acre in favor of the 
rotation. 
Rotation has been found to be 
a very efficient means oi restricting the 
spread of fungous and bacterial diseases, 
especia lly leaf spot in ma ngels and sugar 
beets, and club root, brown rot and soft 
rot in the cruciferous crops ( a s turnips 
and kohlra bi). 
"The dry ma tter content of the m a n­ 
gel has not been increased very much. 
Indeed, 
it is about the sumo a s it wa s 
fifty yea rs ago. 
The dry ma tter content 
of sugar beets, however, and especially 
the sugar, has been increased nearly fif­ 
ty per cent, within tin* la-q fifty years. 
1 his fact indicates tha t there are possi­ 
bilities for the improvement of ma ngels 
and other types of root crops. 
“ J he 
feeding value of roots is gen­ 
erally conceded to be 
intima tely a sso­ 
ciated with or dependent on their dry 
ma tter content. 
The question of their 
improvement in this respect, therefore, 
is of much importance. 
"C u l t i v a t i o n should begin ¡is soon as 
tin* rows can 
be followed. 
Cost is one 
of 
tlie 
m ost important 
factors in the 
economy of root crop production; and 
labor in thinning and cultiva ting is one 
of tlie most important (dements of this 
cost. 
Therefore, 
it should 
not 
be so 
much the object to produce high yield 
per unit of area, as to produce a m a x i­ 
mum yield per row. 
Wale rows, permit­ 
ting the Use of machinery and improved 
culture methods, are means to t hi s end. 
"If tin* sta nd is good, a weeder may 
be used for the first cultiva tion driving 
across the rows. 
Shields should be used 
on tin» cultiva tors to prevent the soil be­ 
ing throw n a ga inst the young pla nts.”

Preventing Garget in Ewes. 
As the time approaches for the wea n­ 
ing of the spring crop of lambs, shep­ 
herds commence to 
dread 
tlie 
annual 
trouble 
from 
"spoiled 
ba gs” 
among 
their ewes. 
On some 
fa rms “ ga rget” 
sometimes 
seems 
to 
be 
epidemic 
and 
ta kes a 
virulent and 
fa ta l 
form. 
In 
other insta nces it a t lea st ca uses the 
shepherd a deal of trouble and rarely is 
he able to trea t the disea se so success­ 
fully tha t the affected ewe is fit to keep 
for breeding purposes. 
Ex perience teaches tha t this trouble 
which is of the na ture of inflammation 
of the ma mma ry gla nds, is induced by 
a ttem pting t<> wean 
lambs from ewes 
going upon rich pa stures where there is 
a full bite of grass. 
In such circumstances the ewes con­ 
tinue to secrete large qua ntities of milk 
and unless the shepherd is very careful 
to strip a part of it a w a y once daily 
and a ttend to minor a bnormal condition* 
of the gla nds a s they are discovered, 
some of the ewes will be sure to suffer 
from "caked ba g” and some of these to 
go from bad t*> worse until they die trom 
gangrene of the udder. 
As the 
first step in preventing the 
trouble the shepherd should make it a 
practice to avoid ex tra hot wea ther for 
the 
wea ning process 
and then 
should 
turn the ewes upon tlie poorest pasture 
on tin* farm, or if no such hare-bitten, 
dry pa sture is to l*e had, then the ewes 
should be yarded and fed hay. 
Nex t there should be something done 
to protect the udder a ga inst entrance of 
germs which set up the worst form of 
garget 
the one leading to loss of the 
function of the glands or to ga ngrene 
and sloughing which often prove fa tal. 
The British shepherds have found a 
simple and effective plan of preventing 
such inva sion of the udder. 
They smear 
the 
udder 
with 
black 
strap 
molasses 
which they cull "treacle" and this, run­ 
ning down as it softens, clogs up the 
oriiie* s of 
the 
tea ts and 
so prevents 
germs from entering. 
The sa me effect ma y 
be had 
from 
smea ring the udder w ith a mix ture of 
one part coal tar disinfecta nt and six 
parts of lanolin. The la tter mix ture does 
not la st so long a s tlie mola sses but has 
to be renewed two or three times a week 
so tha t the molasses plan deserves a 
trial, as it is unnecessary to give more 
than one <>r two a pplications. 
As such 
an a pplica tion with u-> would be likely 
to a ttra ct flics, a lit11»» iodoform, oil of 
tar or coal tar dip may be mix ed with 
the 
mola sses, 
which 
then 
should 
not 
prove a ttra ctive to insects.

FUR USED IN MAKING HATS. 


From the Coy pu, a South American Ro­ 
dent Tha t Resembles the Beaver. 


Along the river ba nks and in the low­ 
la nds of South America there is found a 
medium sized rodent which in many re­ 
spects 
resembles our 
North 
American 
beaver. 
This a nimal is known as the 
coy pu, and its fur is spoken of in the fur 
and hat trades as nutria, sa y s Fur News. 
Its chief difference from the beaver is in 
the tail, which more nearly resembles 
that of the otter. 
A fully grown coy pu 
is a bout thirty -five inches in length, in­ 
cluding the tail, and the length of the 
body alone is from eighteen to twenty - 
two» inches. 
T he fur of the coy pu 
is short and 
silky and much resembles heaver fur, 
while the overhairs are stiff and of a 
y ellowish brown in color, vary ing from 
one to throe inches In length. 
Nutria 
first ca me into use a bout the y ear 18 10, 
being used as an imita tion of beaver in 
the ma king of lints. 
Later on, the best 
skins were brought into use by furriers, 
who worked it up in imita tion of beaver, 
otter and seal, for which purposes it is 
still used. 
T he skins suita ble for furriers’ use are 
sold by the skin, while those which are 
good only 
for ha tters’ furs art* sold by 
the pound. 
Present prices for skins suit­ 
able for furriers’ use are 00 cents to 1.20 
per skin, prices for skins for cutting (ha t­ 
ters’ furs) .TO cents to 44 cents per pound. 
It is said that about 7.”» per cent, of the 
total ca tch of this fur is used in the 
United States, and about NO per cent, of 
the ca tch is used in hat making. 
The coy pu is hunted and trapped from 
Ma y 
until October 
by 
Indians 
and 
Ga uchos, who catch large numbers of 
the a nima ls. 
After skinning, the pelts 
are dried in the open air and in this con­ 
dition are sold to local dealers in the 
tra pping 
districts. 
Collectors 
travel 
through the country once a y ear and 
buy up these lots of skins, which they 
ship to New York, London and H a m ­ 
burg.

fered tha t the bird ta kes a dva nta ge of 
slight winds and air currents, and so is 
able to glide upon wha t might be called 
a tmospheric 
slopes. 
As the albatross sailed a longside of the 
ship, about fifteen feet a wa y , the scien­ 
tist snapped his ca mera at it and ob­

tute, Declares Average Menta l Ca­ 


pa city Is on the Wane. 


The a vera ge mental ca pa city of E ng­ 
lishmen is on the wane, according to Sir 
J a mes Barr, the eminent phy sicia n w ho 
is president of the Liverpool 
Medical 
institute and holder of other prominent 
medical posts. 
“ One of the largest ha t ma kers in the 
United Kingdom, 
he sa y s, “ told me tho 
a vera ge size of hats had diminished dur­ 
ing the la st half century a full size. 
A 
big diminution of this kind in the na tion­ 
al 
brain 
box matter 
should give us 
pa use.” 
Dr. Barr said the foregoing while ad­ 
dressing the Roy al Institute of Public 
Hea lth, now holding its a nnual congress 
at Dougla ss, Isle of Man. 
H e is not a t 
all pleased with his 
country men. 
The 
money they are spending for the trea t­ 
ment of disea se, he declared, ought to be 
diverted to the preservation of health. 
Then the necessity for surgeons and phy ­ 
sicia ns largely would disappear. 
PeoDle 
a re 
now 
only 
beginning 
to 
a wa ken to a lively sense of the va lue 
of health, he said, and are beginning 
to cea se to bla me Providence tor the 
incidence of disea se. 
Denouncing the sickly sentimenta lity 
of a certain ty pe of Christians, who ha ve 
no fa ith in robust manhood, he urged 
some process of artificial selection for 
the human race. 
H e said he had often 
heard misera ble little specimens of hu­ 
manity diluting upon the va lue of tota l 
abstinence. 
It wa s a pity , he said, such 
men were not still born. 
Let them im­ 
prove the race and be instructed by men 
not py gmies. 
The na tion’s health is its 
most va lua ble asset. 
The nation which 
produces the finest race must win in 
the long run. 
Dr. Barr said he would like to see 
every Briton between the a ges of 20 and 
(» 0 instructed 
in 
military ex ercises to 
develop their phy sica l and moral grit. 
A nation of menta lists might condemn 
him fur fostering military 
idea s, 
but 
wars were not started by milita ry men 
nbt 
by 
politicia ns 
and 
low 
browed 
financiers who never did na y fighting. 
These men ought to be pla ced in the 
forefront of battle. 
The na tion would 
be well rid of them. 
Deta iling schemes 
for the preservation of health and scof­ 
fing at the helpless a cquiescence in dis­ 
ea se a s inevita ble, Dr. Barr said: 
“ If 
we could hea r less cant and hy pocrisy 
about ‘the Lord giveth and the Lord 
taketh a w a y ,’ it would be better for 
the na tion.”

This flock is the first of a purchase of 
23.000 head of native sheep, contra cted 
for by Col. Hunt. 
T he remainder will 
bo received and sent out to the ranch 
along with purchases from other parties, 
which will bring the tutui up to 30,000 
head. 
This is tho beginning of a great plan 
which Col. Greene ex pects to ha ve in 
operation in the near future over the 
compa ny ’s lands, which include a con­ 
cession of 2,(540,000 acres.
